I  wish  to  thank  the  hundreds  of  collectors  who  sent  me  over  $25,000  in 
bids  on  my  last  sale,  for  their  generous  response,  which  helped  to  wind  up 
the  old  year  with  a  real  flourish.  Let  us  all  hope  the  new  year  will  bring  us 
all  possible  happiness,  in  a  war  torn  world. 

I  sincerely  hope  that  the  mild  Bull  Market  in  fine  coins  will  not  turn  into 
a  racket.  There  is  never  any  permanent  gain  in  trying  to  boost  prices  above 
their  normal  level.  We  always  like  GOOD  TIMES  but  there  is  no  sense  in 
trying  to  boost  values  above  a  normal  level.  The  prices  named  in  this  cata¬ 
logue  and  all  others  in  the  future,  will  be  based  on  the  Standard  1944  price 
list,  which  is  the  combined  judgment  of  all  of  our  best  dealers. 

As  I  am  fully  aware  every  one  likes  to  know  what  coins  sold  for,  so  here 
arc  a  few  figures.  The  Indian  Head  set  of  Brilliant  proofs  listed  as  printed

The  fellow  who  sold  out 
in  September,  1929  stock  market,  lived  happily  for  years  with  no  regrets.  I 
well  remember  a  banker  friend  who  stopped  at  my  office  in  early  October, 
1929,  and  urged  me  hard  to  let  him  buy  for  me  500  shares  of  Baltimore  &  Ohio 
common,  then  selling  at  a  little  under  a  hundred.  I  refused  as  I  felt  certain 
things  could  not  go  on  forever,  as  I  had  followed  the  market,  purely  for 
pleasure,  for  ten  years.  He  took  a  terrific  beating  a  short  time  later  and  his 
brother  had  sold  out  at  the  top.  They  have  both  passed  on,  but  I  always 
remember  such  little  episodes. 

If  this  market  continues  many  will  dispose  of  their  surplus  or  collections 
at  a  real  profit  and  others  will  wonder  later  on  why  they  tried  to  hit  the  top. 
I  do  not  wish  to  deal  with  speculators,  many  of  whom  write  me  every  week, 
and  my  advice  is  always  the  same.  Play  safe  and  be  happy  is  my  rule.  My 
service  is  for  those  who  wish  to  make  changes,  either  sell  out  entirely  or 
switch  to  some  other  series. 

You  hear  all  kinds  of  stories  of  what  is  to  happen  at  war’s  end,  but  I  am 
convinced  it  will  be  far  different  from  1918.  Our  people,  most  of  them,  learn 
and  profit,  by  experience.  There  is  not  in  my  opinion  the  slightest  chance  of 
wild  inflation,  like  what  happened  in  Germany,  as  it  is  now  definitely  known 
that  inflation  was  by  a  class  of  people  who  do  not  exist  in  our  country. 

Write  me  what  you  think  of  selling  at  any  time,  and  you  will  get  straight 
from  the  shoulder  advice,  as  it  is  always  perfectly  immaterial  to  me  whether 
I  handle  your  coins  or  those  of  someone  else.  I  will  not  take  on  more  than 
I  can  handle  to  the  best  advantage  to  all  concerned.  But  I  do  like  to  handle 
the  finest  that  is  on  the  market  for  sale.
